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Staying in is crucial for businesses, claims MP 

EURO OPT-OUT 
'TO HIT TRADE'

WITHDRAWING from the EU 
would have a ‘disastrous im¬ 
pact’ on businesses across 
the Black Country, according 
to a West Bromwich MP. 

Labour MP for West Bromwich 
West Adrian Bailey said maintaining 
strong trade links with Europe was 
vital for the future prosperity of the 
West Midlands. 

He made his point as MPs from across 
Sandwell indicated their positions on Britain’s 
future in the EU. Mr Bailey warned that a vote 
to ‘leave’ in June’s referendum could lead to a 
huge loss of investment in the region. 

It comes as David Cameron told MPs the 
country faced the choice of becoming an ‘even 
greater Britain’ by staying in or taking a ‘leap 
into the dark’ by exiting. 

Mr Bailey is one of three of Sandwell’s MPs, 
including Labour’s deputy leader Tom Watson, 
to announce they will be voting for Britain to 
remain in the EU. Warley MP John Spellar has 
yet to declare his position. 

Vital 

Mr Bailey, who has a history of taking a 
pro-Europe stance, said: “It is vital that we stay 
in the EU, chiefly from a business point of view. 

“The EU is crucial for our trade and anything 
that compromises that has to be opposed. It is 
not only JLR that is crucial to the economic 
prosperity of the West Midlands. Tata Steel 
have invested here in part due to the UK’s ac¬ 
cess to the European market. 

“Coming out of the EU would open up the 
possibility of us losing a lot of investment. 

“We would be left with the worst of all 
worlds. If you look at Norway, which has access 
to markets but is not part of the EU, they are in 
a position where they have to conform to regu¬ 
lations but have no say in what goes on. 

“That sounds like a pretty poor deal to me 
and one which I am strongly opposed to.” 

Mr Watson, MP for West Bromwich East, is 
firmly in the ‘yes’ camp. 

He said: “To me being European and in the 
EU is part of our national fabric. It’s actually 
part of what it means to be British. I can’t opt 
out of that.” 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis’ Tory MP 
James Morris, Private Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister of Europe, has confirmed he will 
be voting to stay in the EU. 

He said. “The EU is far from perfect...but 
on balance I believe that if we want to protect 
jobs and growth here in Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis, and the wider Black Country, our inter¬ 
ests are best served as a member of the EU.”

FOUR teams came together for 
a Gaelic football tournament in 
memory of their former team-mate, 
Tunisia terror attack victim Joel 
Richards. 

Organisers said they wanted to 
keep Joel’s spirit alive and turn it 
into an annual event. 

The 19-year-old, former pupil at 
Stuart Bathurst School in Wednes- 
bury, died in last year’s mass 
shooting in Sousse along with his 
uncle Adrian Evans, of Bilston, and 
grandfather Patrick Evans, from 
Wednesbury. 

Joel played for the Birming¬ 
ham-based James Connolly’s Gaelic 
Football Club, where he was a 


well-respected and talented player. 

In total four teams took part in 
the tournament - with James Con¬ 
nolly’s and Four Masters being 
joined by Warwickshire team St 
Mary’s and St Joseph’s from Derby. 

The first game took place on Feb¬ 
ruary 13 between Connolly’s and 
Coventry-based Four Masters. The 
final was held on Sunday, in Erd- 
ington, with Joel’s brother Owen 
presenting the prize cup. 

Tracey Donoghue, who was part 
of the committee for the tourna¬ 
ment, said the day meant a lot to 
the players and local community. 

“It went really well and there was 
a good turn out of players for both 


matches,” she said. “Connolly’s 
club won the initial match. 

“It was heart-warming as there 
were a few lads who used to play 
with Joel who now play for the sen¬ 
iors who were present and kept his 
spirit with us. 

“St Mary’s GFC from Wolver¬ 
hampton won the cup and played 
extremely well throughout. 

“Joel’s brother Owen, his mom 
Suzy and grandmother were all 
present for Owen to present the 
cup. We are keeping our fingers 
crossed to put on a tournament 
similar to this next year as well be¬ 
cause the amount of support we’ve 
received has been fantastic.”

Family speaks over carer's sentence

“YOU don’t want to worry, you just hope 
the people who end up in that profession 
do it for the right reasons and care.” 

These are the words of a family of a 
dementia patient who suffered ill-treat¬ 
ment at the hands of a carer at a West 
Bromwich care home. 

Pauline Demaurie was found guilty of 
ill treating 87-year-old Edward Bridge 
at Lyndon Hall Care Home in West Bro¬ 
mwich after secret camera footage was 
passed on to police by relatives. The 
camera had been hidden in a lamp in 
Mr Bridge’s room by his daughter who 
was concerned about bruises on his 


body. During sentencing, Judge Kris¬ 
tine Montgomery said care homes were 
‘places of refuge and safety’ where fam¬ 
ilies should be able to feel their loved 
ones should be protected from harm. 

Footage showed Demaurie, aged 40, of 
California Road, Tividale, aiming blows 
towards Mr Edwards and threatening to 
pinch him. Judge Montgomery said her 
actions were ‘grossly inappropriate’. 

Mr Bridge also suffered with Paget’s 
disease which meant he felt pain at the 
slightest touch. He was heard crying out 
in pain on the footage. His grandson 
Steven Lloyd-Warren said the family 


felt let down by what happened at the 
care home. 

He said: “You do have a trust in care 
homes. You don’t want to worry, you 
just hope the people who end up in that 
profession do it for the right reasons and 
care. It is disappointing in this case it 
didn’t turn out that way.” 

Demaurie was ordered to complete 
100 hours of unpaid work. 

Former steelworker Mr Bridge, who 
was originally from Derry in Northern 
Ireland but lived in Great Barr for most 
of his life, has since died. Mr Lloyd-War¬ 
ren said the verdict was justice for him. 


£5.5m park revamp 

moves a step closer 

A LONG-AWAITED multi-mil¬ 
lion pound revamp of a park in 
Smethwick has celebrated a key 
milestone, with the scheme go¬ 
ing out to tender. 

It means the restoration plans for 
West Smethwick Park are edging clos¬ 
er to reality. 

The total cost of the restoration scheme 
is expected to be £5,557,000. 

Sandwell Council has drawn up full pro¬ 
posals for work at the park after it was 
awarded £337,350 from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund and Big Lottery Fund last year. 

Now regeneration bosses have said ‘five 
national companies’ have put their hats in 
the ring to carry out the restoration work, 
with the council set to decide who takes on 
the project next month. Council chiefs said 
they are hopeful work can start next year. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cabinet 
member for highways and environment, 
said: “Plans for the regeneration of the 
park are progressing following the Her¬ 
itage Lottery award of grant money to 
appoint professional services to carry out 
site investigations, detailed reports and 
designs. 

Successful 

“The details will be submitted back to 
Lottery in 2017 for approval. Then work 
will commence on the restoration of the 
park. Tenders have been advertised and 
are being assessed, with five national com¬ 
panies shortlisted for their expertise in lot¬ 
tery projects. 

“It is anticipated the successful company 
will be awarded the contract in March and 
will work closely with the Friends and local 
community to achieve their aspirations for 
the park.” 

Improvements are planned for the park’s 
entrance, including a new bandstand and 
the restoration of paths and drinking foun¬ 
tain. The James Chance Memorial and 
the memorial to two airmen whose plane 
crashed in the park in 1944 will also be 
restored. The lake will be improved along 
with a skate park and improvements to 
sports pitches, and electric and water 
points will be fitted for outdoor events. 

Councillor Crompton added: “This is a 
major project that will enhance the local 
area and contribute to the wider regener¬ 
ation of Smethwick.” 


Aqueduct route work nears end 



Delays due to problems with the road surfacing in Bentley Mill Way have pushed the project back 


THERE is light at the end of the 
tunnel for motorists as a delayed 
multi-million pound project in Dar- 
laston finally nears completion. 

The process of lowering the road 
beneath the aqueduct in Bent¬ 
ley Mill Way to make it easier for 
lorries to get through, along with 
other work, was due to finish at the 
end of 2015. 

However, delays due to prob¬ 
lems with the road surfacing have 
pushed the project back, with work 
now set to finish by April. 


Bentley Mill Way, a through 
route for businesses in the area, 
has been closed to drivers and pe¬ 
destrians since October 26, 2014. 

Workers have widened the road 
and installed new traffic signals 
near the 200-year-old aqueduct to 
reduce the risk of head-on colli¬ 
sions. More than four miles of di¬ 
versions have been put in place. 

Darlaston councillor Doug James 
said: “I have been given assurances 
that the work will be finished in the 
last week of March, and I hope that 


is what happens. Businesses have 
been affected by this closure. It 
could affect local businesses more 
seriously if it keeps getting pushed 
back. We all really want to see this 
done now.” 

Meanwhile, traffic signals are 
being installed at the new junction 
between Darlaston Road and Bent¬ 
ley Mill Way. 

A footpath will also be included 
along the west of Bentley Road 
South and a cycle and footpath will 
be installed along the east side. 


Delight as 
school out 
of special 
measures 

A DARLASTON school has been taken 
out of special measures after three years 
as it showed a ‘rapid’ improvement on 
its previous poor report card. 

King’s Hill Primary on Old Park 
Road, was placed into special measures 
in 2013 after being told that its pupils’ 
achievements were inadequate, their be¬ 
haviour required improvement and that 
there was not enough effective teaching 
in place. 

But in the latest inspection, published 
earlier this month, the school has been 
told it is improving and has seen its rat¬ 
ing change from inadequate to requires 
improvement. 

Inspector Morag Kophamel said: 
“Since the headteacher joined the 
school, the pace of improvement has ac¬ 
celerated strongly. The headteacher and 
governors are ambitious for the school’s 
future. 

“As a result of their work, teaching is 
improving and standards are rising.” 

But concerns were still raised about 
the school in certain areas, including 
‘quality of teaching, learning and assess¬ 
ment’ and ‘outcomes for pupils’. 

The report states that ‘teaching is not 
consistently good in all classes’, ‘not all 
teachers make sure that pupils use cor¬ 
rect spelling, punctuation and grammar 
in their writing’ and ‘too many pupils 
are persistently absent’. 

Headteacher Nin Matharu said: “I feel 
a huge sense of pride in being able to say 
that King’s Hill Primary School is no 
longer in special measures.” 

Cadbury world 
raises £50,000 

CADBURY World raised nearly £50,000 
for charity in 2015. The Bournville-based 
attraction supported a number of good 
causes including Help for Heroes. 

In total, Cadbury World raised 
£48,267 for its charities. 

Fundraising events ranged from a 
static cycle ride, which raised £2,682 for 
the Paralympic Association, to taking 
part in The Big Hoot in aid of Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. 

During the year, a giant charity choc¬ 
olate Easter egg, a 1940s event at the 
Cadbury Club and a staff skydive has 
helped Cadbury World to raise more 
than £8,000 for Help for Heroes. 

Cadbury World’s community cham¬ 
pion Michelle Darragh was handed a 
special Hero award from Help for He¬ 
roes in recognition of her support.

GATES which had to be closed at a 
popular beauty spot following a visit 
from travellers five months ago have 
reopened during the day with the 
help of volunteers. 

Staff and visitors sprang into action 
when travellers attempted to set up 
camp at Warley Woods in September, 
blocking their way onto the site. 

A long stand-off took place and po¬ 
lice had to be called before the travel¬ 
lers agreed to leave. 

Since then the vehicle gates off 
Abbey Road have remained closed to 
visitors and the car park left out of 
action. Now a team of volunteers has 
been recruited to take on the task of 
opening them up to visitors during 
the day. They will remain open until 
7pm each day, providing access to the 
car park, and then will be closed over¬ 
night. 

Warley Woods Community Trust 
manager Viv Cole said: “We are re¬ 
ally pleased to be able to announce 
that the gates at Abbey Road will be 
opened again. It has taken a little 
longer than we hoped, but we are sure 
we have a solid group of volunteers, 
who will take on locking them in the 
evening. Thanks to all the volunteers 
who have made it possible.” 

Action was taken in 2014 to boost 
security at the site following a rise in 
complaints about anti-social behav¬ 
iour, particularly groups driving into 
the woods after dark and causing a 
nuisance by playing loud music. 

Police began closing the vehicle 
gates off Abbey Road on some nights 
to prevent cars from accessing the site 
after dark.

THIS was the scene of destruction af¬ 
ter two cars were involved in a crash 
in Birmingham. 

Debris from the wreckage of the 
cars was strewn across the road after 
the late night smash in Great Barr on 
Sunday. 

Emergency services were called to 
the crash in Hawthorn Road, in the 
Oscott area at around 11.50pm. 

A man aged in his 70s was treated 
at the scene for minor injuries but did 
not require hospital treatment. 

Two crews from Perry Barr fire sta¬ 
tion were called to assist police and 


paramedics at the scene. Onlookers 
also gathered by the roadside. 

The force of the crash caused sig¬ 
nificant damage to both cars. One, 
a black Audi, had the front bumper 
ripped off. Its bonnet was also crum¬ 
pled in the smash. 

There was also twisted body work 
around the wheel of the car caused in 
the crash. Similar damage was caused 
to a blue car also involved. 

Broken glass and body work was 
left in the road which was cleared 
away. West Midlands Fire Service 
spokesman Neil Spencer said eight 


firefighters attended. “No one was 
trapped in the cars,” he said. “One 
driver received first aid treatment 
from fire service personnel.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman John Hawker confirmed 
paramedics in an ambulance were 
among those to attend the scene. 

“One man in his 70s was treated for 
minor injuries but he was discharged 
at the scene,” he said. 

Police officers went to the scene 
of the crash to begin their investiga¬ 
tions. The road was partially blocked 
for around a hour. 


Murder victim's family 
in mosque tribute plan 


THE family of a murdered Smeth¬ 
wick businessman are hoping to 
raise £24,000 to build a mosque 
abroad in his memory. 

Tanveer Iqbal, who ran the Hi-Tech 
Music shop in Shireland Road, was found 
dead in the boot of his Renault Clio car in 
Portland Road, Edgbaston on February 1. 

A murder investigation was launched after 
his death, just two days after his 33rd birthday. 

Now family members have come together in 
their grief to set up a Just Giving fundraising 
page to build a masjid - a mosque in Pakistan 
as a ‘blessing’ in memory of the father-of-two. 

Mr Iqbal’s nephew Saqib Twaseen said: “A 
Just Giving page was created about a week ago 
but we didn’t publicise it until a couple of days 
ago and since then we have been incredibly 
touched by all the support we 
have received. 

“Tanveer was such a pop¬ 
ular and much-loved guy and 
we have been receiving dona¬ 
tions from people all over. 

“Some are anonymous yet 
they will donate £100 - the 
total has been going up within 
the hour. 

“It is heart-warming to 
Tanveer Iqbal think that people out there 
are thinking of us.” 

More than £2,500 has already been donated 
to the cause. It is hoped the mosque will be 
built outside of where the family originate 
from in Azad Kashmir, in a poorer region of 
Pakistan. 

Mr Twaseen added: “The family decided that 
this is the best way to honour and remember 
Tanveer - as a blessing. 

“We estimated that it would cost around 
£24,000 to build a mosque back home in Pa¬ 
kistan. If we don’t reach the target then we 
will club together as a family to do whatever 
we can to get the money as we want to build it 
regardless.” 

Zatoon Bibi, aged 36, of Roway Lane, Old¬ 
bury, was charged with Mr Iqbal’s murder 
this month. Now, three more people have been 
charged in connection with the murder. Gul 
Nawaz, 43, of Arundle Way, Stoke-on-Trent 
and a Birmingham boy, 16, have been charged 
with murder. A Birmingham girl, 17, has been 
charged with perverting the course of justice.

THE One Show (BBC1) did its best to 
celebrate BBC3 being taken off air and 
consigned to the internet, presenting it 
positively as some dazzling new launch.

Jail for thief in attack 
on pregnant woman

A MASKED car-jacker who 
dragged a heavily pregnant 
woman from her vehicle 
has been jailed for seven 
and a half years. 

Japheth Wellington - described 
as ‘a walking crimewave’ - was also 
linked to a series of thefts following 
a police investigation. 

He stole an Audi S3 from Walsall 
Wood as part of a crime spree which 
lasted almost six months. The vic¬ 
tim, who was eight months’ preg¬ 
nant, suffered cuts and bruises in 
the car-jacking on August 21. 

The Audi was seen by officers 
on the M6 near Great Barr five 
days later and sparked a pursuit 
which saw Wellington head off onto 
Queslett Road and speed off on the 
wrong side of the dual carriageway. 

The vehicle was found dumped 
in a pub car park in Walsall Road, 
Perry Barr, and officers managed 
to identify Wellington as the driver 
through CCTV and DNA samples 
from inside the vehicle. 

Threatened 

Wellington, aged 28, of no fixed 
address, was tracked down within 
48 hours and, following further in¬ 
vestigations, officers linked him to a 
series of crimes across Birmingham. 

In total, he admitted three bur¬ 
glaries, two thefts of motor vehicles, 
a robbery, dangerous driving, at¬ 
tempted theft and making off with¬ 
out payment from a petrol station. 

Birmingham Crown Court was 
told that the crime spree included 
being part of a group who threat¬ 
ened a man with a broken bottle in 
his own home in Chelmsley Wood, 
and swiping car keys for a Seat Leon 
parked outside. 

Wellington admitted taking £260 
cash and a DVD player during a bur¬ 
glary at a flat in Northfield. 

His crimes also included stealing 
an Audi A1 in Shirley, and a £4,000 
Yamaha R6 sports bike while taking 
it for a test-ride after meeting the 
owner at the Fort Retail Park. 

Det Sgt Glenn Marriott said: 
“Wellington is a dangerous criminal. 
He was like a walking crimewave.”

A FRIDGE, a cabinet and black bin bags filled to the 
brim with rubbish - just some of what has been dumped 
on a Tipton estate 12 months after the site was cleared. 

A walkway at the back of homes in Sandgate Road has 
once again become a dumping ground, to the frustration 
of council bosses who spent thousands of pounds of tax¬ 
payers’ money to clean up the area. Sandwell Council 
is now facing paying out again to get the land cleared. 

Ward councillor Stephen Jones said he was disgusted 
at the latest blight on the land and called for those re¬ 
sponsible to think again about their actions. 

He said: “It’s horrendous, there seems to be a culture 
of dumping stuff in Princes End. In a way we seem to be 
victims of our own effectiveness - we’ve had a number 


of complaints from residents about this but as soon as it 
is cleared up, more stuff is dumped there.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and environment, said: “This is a great disappoint¬ 
ment to me because the council worked hard to clear up 
previous irresponsible tipping in the area. 

“This kind of dumping is a disgrace and makes the 
area look such a mess. I would ask people who see this 
kind of illegal tipping of rubbish to report the matter to 
the police and the council as quickly as possible.” 

Fly-tippers targeted another walkway in Tipton 12 
months ago, dumping bags of rubbish, rusting shopping 
trolleys and piles of horse manure on the land at the 
back of Hawthorn Road.

Guilty plea over road death of father 


Big names 
join queue 
for spot on 
retail park 

MAJOR stores and restaurant chains 
are bidding to join a revamped shop¬ 
ping complex in Wednesbury. 

Bosses at the Gallagher Retail Park 
said they were extremely pleased with 
the high level of interest as a result 
of its £5 million expansion. Three 
new restaurants will be built on land 
which is currently used for parking. 

Planning consent was given the 
go-ahead last year, but updated plans 
were put forward at the start of the 
month showing alterations to the car 
park and units. Bosses say it could be 
2017 when the restaurants and shops 
are fully open. 

James Bidwell, associate director 
for site owner Quadrant Estates, said: 
“We are currently going through a lot 
of legal processes but we have made 
a planning application to alter one of 
the units to change the car park. 

“We are extremely pleased with the 
process so far. It is a strong location 
and because of more tenant demand 
than expected, then some of the work 
will be delayed. The retail park was 
built in three phases and some parts 
are up to 15 to 20 years old so there 
are some angles that we want to im¬ 
prove and update.” 

Quadrant Estates hopes the new 
businesses will lead to the creation 
of around 150 jobs. There will be an 
additional 101 car park spaces created 
by the changes to the layout as well as 
footpaths and a pedestrian crossing. 

The restaurants, which have not 
yet been named, would join exist¬ 
ing food chains including Pizza Hut, 
Burger King and Starbucks. 

Teenagers held 
over bomb hoax 

TWO teenagers have been arrested in 
connection with a hoax bomb threat 
at a training centre in Oldbury. 

The boys, aged 16 and 17 and from 
Sandwell, were held over a call to 
the Nova training centre, in Church 
Street, on January 28. The centre was 
evacuated. 

Both of the boys have been bailed 
while further inquires take place. 

Insp Gareth Guest, from Sandwell 
police, said: “These kinds of offences 
are not only a drain on police, coun¬ 
cil and school resources but they also 
waste the time of pupils who should 
be receiving their education. 

“We take reports like this very se¬ 
riously — the maximum sentence for 
the offence of communicating a bomb 
hoax is seven years in prison.”

Victim David Hinton, father-of-eight 


A POSTMAN from Dudley has admit¬ 
ted causing the death of a father-of- 
eight by careless driving last summer. 

Sajid Hussain, aged 36, from Black- 
acre Road, was at the wheel of a red 
Volkswagen Polo that struck David 
Hinton who had been helping his 
young children get into his green 
Peugeot 206. 

The 47-year-old was tended to by 
passers-by until paramedics reached 
the scene in Oakham Road, Dudley, 
near to its junction with Tansley Hill 
Road on June 20 last year. 

Mr Hinton died in hospital the fol¬ 


lowing day. His children and 34-year- 
old wife were treated for minor 
injuries and shock. 

Hussain pleaded guilty when he 
appeared at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week and he was remanded 
on conditional bail until March 11. 

Report 

At that hearing it is anticipated 
that he will be sentenced after details 
of the case have been outlined. 

Judge John Wait told Hussain last 
week: “This is a tragic case and I will 
adjourn the hearing so that you can 


have the benefit of a pre-sentence re¬ 
port. 

“This does not offer any indication 
as to what the ultimate sentence will 
be. It may well involve custody,” he 
warned. 

Pc Stuart Allen, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police, said after the incident: 
“Mr Hinton’s family have been left 
devastated by their loss.” 

Meanwhile, Dudley Council 
launched an investigation after the 
accident on whether road safety 
measures should be brought in for 
that stretch of highway. 


Jobless down by 100 

as fewer claim benefit 


THE number of people claiming 
Jobseeker’s Allowance is Sandwell 
was down by more than 100 last 
month as unemployment in the 
West Midlands fell again. 

The number out of work regionally fell by 
12,000 to 145,000 in the period October to De¬ 
cember and nationally it reduced by 60,000 to 
1.69 million according to the latest data from 
the Office for National Statistics. 

A record number of people - 31.4 million - 
are in work with unemployment at its lowest 
rate for a decade. The number of people on the 
claimant count, including Jobseeker’s Allow¬ 
ance, fell by 14,800 last month to 760,200, the 
lowest since the summer of 1975. 

In the region Jobseeker’s Allowance claim¬ 
ants fell by 6,389 to 67,506 from December to 
January - 1.9 per cent. For Sandwell the total 
was down by 122 to 6,173 - 3.1 per cent of the 
working population. 

Councillor Stephen Jones, the chairman of 
Sandwell Council’s jobs, economy and enter¬ 
prise scrutiny board, said it was good news for 
the area. He said: “Everybody has been work¬ 
ing hard together and focusing on this - par¬ 
ticularly youth employment. 

Wasting 

“Obviously it’s good news there are more 
people in work. Everybody needs to keep pull¬ 
ing together to keep this going. We don’t want 
people to be sitting at home wasting away - es¬ 
pecially young people.” 

Walsall was also down 468 to 3,782 - 2.3 per 
cent - and Dudley by 846 to 4,379 - 2.3 per 
cent. Birmingham saw a fall of 3,776 to 24,049, 
which is 3.4 per cent of the working population. 

The ONS data also showed a record 776,000 
job vacancies across the economy after a 23,000 
increase in the latest quarter. 

Average earnings increased by 1.9 per cent in 
the year to December, 0.2 per cent down on the 
previous month. 

Work and Pensions Secretary Iain Duncan 
Smith said: “February is another record-break¬ 
ing month, with the employment rate now at 
the highest it has ever been and wages contin¬ 
uing to grow. 

“At a time when we are seeing the number 
of workless households at its lowest ever, this 
is further proof that our economic and welfare 
reforms are delivering more security and pro¬ 
viding opportunities that give families the best 
chance in life.”

“BLINDNESS was a gift - it has giv¬ 
en me a great life.” 

It’s a remarkable story for a man to 
use losing his sight as the inspiration to 
take on challenges, raising £3 million for 
charity. 

But for Dave Heeley, known affectionately 
as Blind Dave, it’s only ever been about seizing 
the next opportunity to help others. Now that 
story has been told as the charity champion re¬ 
leases his autobiography From Light to Dark. 

“I wanted to write it simply for my kids - 
I wanted them to know everything,” he said. 
“People come to me and say ‘hey you’re our 
local celebrity’. And I go ‘nah I’m not’. Who I 
am is who I am. I’m Blind Dave, the old codger 
from West Brom. And I do what I do because 
I enjoy doing it and enjoy supporting people.” 

Machines 

Dave was the first blind man to run seven 
marathons, on seven continents, in seven days 
back in 2008. From nowhere he was appearing 
on television, his story filling column inches in 
newspapers. 

Life changed overnight but despite his new 
found fame, his feet were kept firmly on the 
ground. 

The 58-year-old father-of-three still lives 
close to where he grew up in Elizabeth Road, 
West Bromwich. His mother Annie manned 
machines at Conex before later working at 
a care home. His father George was a main¬ 
tenance fitter at firms including Wellington 
Tube, Great Bridge. 

Dave attended Greets Green Primary School

and later George Salter School. He developed 
skills in woodwork which he still uses today to 
create furniture in his own workshop. 

Deterioration 

He was just 10 years old when he was diag¬ 
nosed with the eye condition retinitis pigmen¬ 
tosa which brought the gradual deterioration 
of his sight. So much so that the father of 
three can now only see small flashes of bright 
then dull lights. 

Dave said: “When I was 10 I was told I was 
going blind. I didn’t have a clue what that 
meant. My grandad Frederick had lost his 
sight in his 20s too.” 


Dave suffered a blow when his failing sight 
led to his application to join the Army being 
rejected at the age of 18. 

“That’s when it hit me. I tried to hide it. I 
wouldn’t have a white stick. I was a creature of 
habit. I went on the same path. I would count 
the steps to the bar,” he said. 

“Once I started to accept it, get the support I 
needed, everything changed. I couldn’t believe 
I hadn’t done it sooner.” 

Soon he was offered a guide dog which led 
to him seizing upon the idea to fundraise for 
the charity. 

In 2002 he took part in the London Mara¬ 


thon, 35 years since he has last laced up his 
trainers. “The finish line provided the chang¬ 
ing point in my life. Tears were running down, 
the noise, the sound. Amazing,” he said. 

A veteran of 14 London marathons, his later 
challenges have taken that one step further. 
He struck upon the idea for seven marathons, 
in seven continents in seven days after hearing 
explorer Sir Ranulph Fiennes talk about it in 
2003. 

The mammoth challenge saw Dave win fame 
across the globe. It gave him the chance to 
hold talks for schoolchildren and forge strong 
links with his beloved West Bromwich Albion. 

He was taken on the pitch at The Haw¬ 
thorns to received a rousing round of applause 
from the Baggies faithful after that challenge. 

And Dave’s efforts led to him start support¬ 
ing West Brom’s charitable cause The Albion 
Foundation. 

“I grew to know the work that they did. 
This sort of thing wasn’t around when I was 
a kid,” said Dave who is married to Deb and 
has three children - Grace, 25, Georgie-Lee, 
14, and 12-year-old Dannie. 

The challenges kept coming. And he isn’t 
finished yet. He will be joined by West Brom 
legends Brendon Batson and Bob Taylor for 
the Baggies Bike Challenge with around 30 
riders taking on a 180-mile cycling route from 
the home of Norwich City, Carrow Road, to 
The Hawthorns, between March 17 and 19. 

Legendary explorer Sir Ranulph Fieness has 
penned the foreword to Blind Dave’s book. Sir 
Ranulph writes: “I’m sure Dave will continue 
in his endeavours well into his twilight; after 
all, his fitness outstrips many younger men. 

“A true inspiration.” 

From Light to Dark: The story of Blind 
Dave Heeley is now available. Dave has begun 
a book signing tour this week, with dates left 
for West Bromwich Central Library on Friday 
from 10.30am, Waterstones in Walsall on Sat¬ 
urday from 1pm and Smethwick Library on 
March 1, from 10.30am.

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Public inquiry held over fatal 
crash that closed motorway

A PUBLIC inquiry is to be held over a fatal motorway crash 
which resulted in an almost round-the-clock closure, caus¬ 
ing major disruption around Birmingham. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner David Jamieson has 
announced he plans to hold emergency services to account for their 
response to the aftermath of the crash, which happened on the M6 
between junction 5 and 6 in the early hours of February 4. 

Mr Jamieson will host a public hear¬ 
ing into the multi-agency response to 
the incident, to make sure that lessons 
are learned and so that co-ordination 
is as strong as it can be in the future. 

He has invited representatives from 
West Midlands Police and Highways 
England to the March 18 hearing in 
Birmingham. 

Mr Jamieson will make recommen¬ 
dations on how the motorway can be 
re-opened as quickly, but safely as 
possible in future through better joint 
working. 

Tailbacks 

He said: “Any death on our roads 
is a tragic loss of life and our sympa¬ 
thies go out to the family. In addition 
to which the huge tailbacks on the 
transport network will have cost the 
regional economy millions of pounds. 

“Whole day closures have a huge 
impact on the economy. We need to 
make sure that organisations are held 
to account to make sure they are doing 
all they can to open the motorway as 
quickly and safely as possible. 

“These delays and lengthy clo¬ 
sures have a huge impact on jobs and 
growth. That is why I am so keen that 
the agencies involved learn the right 
lessons going forward.”

Petition on 
fly-tipping 
is rejected 

A PETITION raised by residents of 
a West Bromwich street asking for 
traffic-calming measures and action 
on fly-tipping has been thrown out by 
Sandwell Council.

Councillor John Edwards, who rep¬ 
resents the Greets Green and Lyng 
Ward, said he was unaware of any 
issues. 

He said: “No residents have con¬ 
tacted me about any problems in Mar¬ 
garet Street.” 

Man dies after being 
hit by car on seafront 

A MAN from Birmingham has died 
after being hit by a car near the sea 
front in Weymouth. 

Police were called after the man 
was struck by a car on The Esplanade 
at midnight on Tuesday. 

The pedestrian, a 61-year-old man 
from Birmingham, was struck by a 
Saab, driven by a 32-year-old local. 

Dorset Police say he died at the 
scene. His next of kin has been in¬ 
formed and the coroner notified.

IT is by no means inevitable 
that every little girl will fulfil 
her childhood dream, but as 
Claire Jones wouldn’t settle 
in any other occupation, per¬ 
haps for her it was a foregone 
conclusion that she would 
indeed become the amazing 
nurse she is today. 

Claire, aged 33, began her train¬ 
ing at the trust in 2007. 

Born and bred in the Black Country, 
she went to college and gained a quali¬ 
fication in business. She then went on 
to university and then began working 
in the police, but she didn’t enjoy it. 

Growing up, Claire had always 
wanted to be a nurse - “a blue nurse 
like Duffy in Casualty,” she laughs - 
and eventually a colleague in the po¬ 
lice gave her the application forms. 

“It was just the push I needed,” she 
says. “And now I’m doing the job I’ve 
always truly wanted.” 

After qualifying in 2010,Claire 
began her nursing career in critical 
care, where she stayed for three years. 
She decided to change her direction, 
however, after the birth of her child. 

“I went on maternity leave for a 
year,” she explains. “And after that 
year at home with the baby I decided I 
wanted to specialise in something a lit¬ 
tle more specific; something in which 
I could spend more time with the pa¬ 
tients themselves and feel like I was 
making a difference.” 

Now working in immunology and 
seeing the same faces regularly, Claire 
views getting to know the patients as 
one of the most rewarding parts of her 
job. 

“There are two parts to my job - 
treating patients with long-term con¬ 
ditions, and treating patients with 
severe allergies. With the long-term 
patients, you really get to know some 
of them and it’s a real drive for me 


to make their lives easier wherever I 
can.” 

Claire explains that while she has 
typical weeks, no two shifts are ever 
the same. “I see a mix of outpatients 
for allergy testing, as well as running 
day care sessions for the allergy pa¬ 
tients and patients with long-term 
conditions. 

Feedback 

“I love chatting with them and I re¬ 
ally appreciate all the feedback they 
give me; positive is always great but 
negative is also something I try to view 
in a good way. 

“It helps me to always try and be 
better at my job.” 

And it seems that now the opportu¬ 
nities are coming to her thick and fast. 
Claire was recently invited to present 
her findings on a study she and her 
fellow colleagues had carried out on 
home therapy at a national conference. 

“And I’m actually presenting the 


same findings at a conference in Los 
Angeles in a few weeks!” 

When asked who her biggest influ¬ 
ence was, Claire cited Lesley Skinner, 
her mentor in Critical Care. 

“Lesley definitely made me the 
nurse I am today,” she said. 

“She’ll tell me otherwise, but she 
taught me so much and I really think 
my career could have gone in a com¬ 
pletely different direction were it not 
for her.” 

Now that Claire is doing a job she 
loves, and with a three year old at 
home and a wedding to plan, Claire 
doesn’t ‘do’ downtime. 

“My other half works Monday to Fri¬ 
day like I do now, so it’s nice to have 
the weekends as a family,” she says. 

“I also love to play netball, and we’re 
season ticket holders at West Brom¬ 
wich Albion. 

“Sometimes it just feels like there 
aren’t enough hours in the day!,” she 
said.

Fresh hopes over clubs 
facing uncertain future 


CAMPAIGNERS have ex¬ 
pressed hope of keeping two 
former Black Country Con¬ 
servative clubs open. 

The clubs in Wednesbury and 
Tipton are facing uncertain fu¬ 
tures. 

They were left in limbo at the start 
of the year when it was announced 
that Tipton Conservative & Unionist 
Club would be closing and that the 
Wednesbury Conservative and Union¬ 
ist Club was put up for sale. 

The Wednesbury club, in Walsall 
Street, shut its doors on January 31 
after more than 140 years. 

In its heyday it had around 3,000 
members and played host to some 
of the Conservative party’s biggest 
names including former leader Wil¬ 
liam Hague, former deputy prime 
minister Michael Heseltine and con¬ 
troversial Wolverhampton MP Enoch 
Powell. 

Devastated 

It was put on the market by Wal¬ 
sall-based estate agents Fraser Wood 
with a price tag of £350,000, although 
it may be let to the right bidder. 

An estate agent representative said 
there was a ‘possibility’ that a offer 
would be accepted soon - but nothing 
was yet confirmed. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, who 
represents Wednesbury North, said: 
“We are really keen to keep it as it is as 
we would be devastated if it were to be 
knocked down or turned into flats. It 
would lose all its character. Hopefully 
this potential buyer would be keeping 
it in the entertainment industry.” 

The Tipton club, in Union Street, 
was suddenly closed following a notice 
being put on Facebook in early Janu¬ 
ary.

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Trial over child 
sex offfences 

THREE men from the Black Country and 
Birmingham are among 12 defendants 
standing trial accused of a series of sex 
offences against teenage boys. 

Three of the defendants are from Hale¬ 
sowen, Cradley Heath and Great Barr 
in the dock for the hearing at Warwick 
Crown Court. 

The trial of the 12, whose ages range 
from 24 to 78, is expected to last for up to 
three months. 

It involves a total of 56 charges, all but 
five of which involve various alleged of¬ 
fences against two boys who were in their 
early teens at the time. 


Motorist sent to jail over 
attack with pickaxe handle 


A FURIOUS motorist who smashed 
another driver over the head with a 
pickaxe handle, splintering part of 
his skull in a road rage attack has 
been jailed. 

Eugene Hamilton, of Attingham Drive, Dud¬ 
ley, believed Michael Anderson had cut him up 
outside a fast food restaurant, a judge was told. 

The jobless 36-year-old followed the victim’s 
BMW from the McDonald’s car park on to the 


Hagley Road in Quinton where he forced him to 
stop, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Hamilton then took the pickaxe handle from 
the boot of his Audi TT and hit defenceless Mr 
Anderson over the head as he emerged from his 
vehicle. Armed police in an unmarked car saw 
the attacker standing over the prone victim so 
aggressively that they arrested him at gunpoint, 
said Mr Kevin Grego, prosecuting. 

Builder Mr Anderson, who had recently recov¬ 
ered from a stroke and had stopped to collect a 


workmate on the way to a job, received a ‘de¬ 
pressed and splintered’ fracture to the skull as 
well as a bleed on the brain. 

Father-of-one Hamilton, who had eight previ¬ 
ous convictions, had sought psychological help 
for ‘impulsivity and getting things out of propor¬ 
tion’ and had since been treated for a personality 
disorder, said Mr Peter Radcliff, defending. 

Hamilton pleaded guilty to inflicting grievous 
bodily harm to Mr Anderson on October 30 2013 
and was jailed for three years four months. 


Restaurant hit 
with £7,000 fine 

A CHINESE restaurant has been fined 
£7,000 after inspectors uncovered filthy 
kitchens and found no evidence that staff 
had received any hygiene training. 

Chop and Wok, on Suffolk Street Queens¬ 
way in Birmingham, was prosecuted by the 
city council following the findings. When 
officers went back to the premises three 
days after the initial inspection in February 
2015, they found the kitchen was still dirty. 

They also said there was no documented 
food safety management system in place. 
The restaurant pleaded guilty at Birming¬ 
ham Magistrates Court to seven offences 
under the Food Safety and Hygiene (Eng¬ 
land) Regulations Act. Bosses were also or¬ 
dered to pay £593 costs.

Judge brands appeal 
as a 'waste of time' 

A MOTORIST who ran down a policeman has been handed 
an extra week behind bars for wasting the time of senior 
judges with a ‘hopeless’ bid for freedom. 

Geoffrey Dillion was locked up for two-and-a-half years 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court on July 7 last year after 
being convicted of dangerous driving and driving while dis¬ 
qualified. 

The 52-year-old from Burnt Tree, Tipton argued at the 
Appeal Court in London that the convictions were ‘unsafe’ 
and his sentence too tough. 

But Lord Justice Gross told him: “This was a hopeless 
application in every sense and an expensive and time-wast¬ 
ing exercise.” 

Dillion had claimed more than 14 grounds of appeal 
against conviction. He maintained that fresh evidence 
should be called and wanted a cut in his sentence. But he 
was ordered to serve an extra seven days in jail. 


































company fined after 
40,000 nuisance calls

A BLACK Country firm which 
made almost 40,000 nuisance 
phone calls in 24 hours has been 
fined £70,000. 

Dudley-based Direct Security Mar¬ 
keting Ltd made 39,214 automated 
calls in just one day to try to sell bur¬ 
glar alarms. 

Of these, 9,775 were made between lam 
and 6am - and many of those dialled were 
elderly. The calls to people across the West 
Midlands, made from a withheld number, 
were received early on August 24, 2015, 
and invited residents to buy a security sys¬ 
tem. 

One of those called in the middle of the 
night was an 84-year-old woman who had 
been burgled twice in the past 18 months. 

She tripped in her anxiety to reach the 
phone and fell and badly twisted her leg. 

Following an investigation, the firm 
based in Queens Cross, High Street, Dud¬ 
ley, was fined £70,000 by the Information 
Commissioner’s Office after being found in 
breach of the Data Protection Act. 

Andy Curry, the ICO’s group enforce¬ 
ment manager, said: “Elderly people were 
among those who were left distressed after 
being woken up in the night.” 

The ICO began an investigation into the 
company after receiving complaints. 

Mr Curry said: “Legally, automated mar¬ 
keting calls can only be made if people have 
consented. This company admitted to us 
that it did not have consent.” 

Officers discovered that Direct Security 
Marketing did not notified with the ICO 
and the firm was prosecuted at Dudley 
Magistrates Court in November. 

The firm pleaded guilty to failing to no¬ 
tify with the ICO. 

Director Antonio Pardo admitted being 
negligent in the firm committing the of¬ 
fence. The firm was fined £650, ordered to 
pay £492 costs and £65 victim surcharge. 
Pardo was fined £534, ordered to pay £489 
costs and £53 victim surcharge. 


Steam hammer to fall again

THE Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum is just £5,000 away from its 
£99,000 target to restore its 1920s 
Anchor Forge steam hammer. 

Last operated in 1991, it is a 
reconstruction of the last known 
working anchor forge in the Black 
Country. That closed in 1979, bring¬ 
ing to an end 140 years of anchor 
making in the region. 

The project will be overseen by 
the Tipton Road museum’s senior 
curator Dr John Beckerson. 

It hopes to use a variety of inter¬ 
pretation methods to bring this ex¬ 
hibition’s rich industrial history to 


life, including sound installations 
and costumed characters. 

It aims to have the project com¬ 
pleted and the steam hammer 
running by the autumn. It is antici¬ 
pated the forge will be in operation 
for approximately 40 days of the 
year, though it will be on perma¬ 
nent display during opening hours. 

More than £90,000 has so far 
been raised but funds are still 
needed. Donations can be made by 
contacting the museum. The resto¬ 
ration forms part of the Major Part¬ 
ner Museum programme, alongside 
partner, Culture Coventry.

Driver walks away unhurt 
after car wrecked in crash 


£ 800 k hospital 
revamp close 
to completion 

AN £800,000 revamp of Rowley Regis 
Hospital to create new clinics, patient 
facilities and a bigger car park is nearing 
completion. 

The overall works are due to finish in 
the second week of March. 

Work started last summer at the 
Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust-run site to deliver more local ser¬ 
vices to residents - part of the trust’s 
longer term plan for Sandwell. It came 
at a time when there were fears among 
some patients the hospital could close. 

Trust chief executive Toby Lewis 
said: “Rowley Regis is a big part of our 
long-term 2020 Vision for the NHS in 
Sandwell.” 

As part of the revamp, a new gym has 
been built, and a colourful outpatient 
ward. 

Other existing services that have been 
expanded include phlebotomy, physio¬ 
therapy and paediatric. A car park with 
35 spaces has been added, freeing up 
other spaces at the site for patients to 
use. 

A new primary care and treatment 
centre, which helps Accident & Emer¬ 
gency services, has been built, along with 
two conservatory spaces. 

The hospital has also seen a second re¬ 
ception desk added. 




THIS was the mangled wreckage left after a 
car rolled over and hit a lamppost - but the 
driver amazingly managed to walk free.

support officer to the scene. 
Two men were in one car, 
with two women and two 
children in the other. 

Ambulance spokesman 
Jamie Arrowsmith said: 
“On arrival, crews discov¬ 
ered two cars that had suf¬ 
fered significant damage in 
the collision. 

“One of the men, who re¬ 
mained conscious through¬ 
out, received treatment for 
a head injury before being 
transported to New Cross 
Hospital. 

“The other man was unin¬ 
jured. The driver of the sec¬ 
ond car, a woman in her 20s, 
was treated for a suspected 
broken wrist.”

Life-saving deal allows 
for more defibrillators 


LIFE-SAVING defibrillators will be 
introduced at 30 locations across the 
Black Country and Birmingham. 

It follows a deal between West 
Midlands Ambulance Service and 
the University of Wolverhampton. 

The university is pledging to in¬ 
stall the defibrillators at its cam¬ 
puses in Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Telford and Burton as well as at 
partner academy schools, including 
The ACE Academy, Tipton. 

An automated external defibril¬ 
lator helps to restart the heart of 
someone in cardiac arrest. There 
are more than 3,000 defibrillators 
in communities across the West 


Midlands. University vice chancel¬ 
lor Professor Geoff Layer met West 
Midlands Ambulance Services chief 
executive officer Anthony Marsh to 
officially sign the deal. 

Mr Marsh said: “As a trust, we’ve 
helped to install thousands of defi¬ 
brillators and trained 60,000 people 
in life-saving CPR skills across the 
region.” 

Professor Layer said: “It’s really 
important that we officially show 
support to the West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service - helping them to 
provide a rapid response in the event 
that someone suffers a cardiac arrest 
whilst on our premises.”

Users rail against 
transport operators 

RAIL passengers using Arriva Trains Wales, which has 
a main route through the Black Country, are among the 
least satisfied in the country, according to a survey by 
consumer group Which? 

Overcrowding, poor value for money and dirty trains 
were among the issues raised by the poll of almost 7,000 
travellers. 

Southeastern was the joint worst performing operator 
in the research, alongside Thameslink and Great North¬ 
ern, with an overall satisfaction score of just 46 per cent. 

Arriva Trains Wales was three places behind with 49 
per cent. The operator runs a route from Birmingham 
New Street to Wales, stopping at Smethwick Galton 
Bridge and Wolverhampton. 

Which? executive director Richard Lloyd said: “Our 
report shows that commuters are getting a raw deal from 
their train operator.” 
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Hospitals 
are warned 
over infant 
death rates 


TWO hospital trusts in the Black Country 
have been given ‘red light’ warnings for hav¬ 
ing high stillbirth and newborn baby death 
rates. 

A report found that for every 1,000 births at the 
Royal Wolverhampton NHS Trust, which runs New 
Cross Hospital, there were 8.17 stillborn and new¬ 
born deaths. 


At Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which runs City Hos¬ 
pital, there were 6.77 deaths 
per 1,000 births. 

They were two of 21 
hospital trusts to be given 
the warning, with Belfast 
Health and Social Care 
Trust topping the report 
with a rate of 9.54. 

Dr Jonathan Odum, Med¬ 
ical Director at the Royal 
Wolverhampton NHS Trust, 
said the reason for its high 
neonatal death rate was the 
city’s ‘disadvantaged’ pop¬ 
ulation and that the unit 
takes complex cases from 
across the Black Country 
and beyond. 

Review 

“The trust has conducted 
an in-depth review of mor¬ 
tality rates and is currently 
augmenting this with an ex¬ 
ternal review of the individ¬ 
ual cases,” he said. 

“From the in-depth re¬ 
view, the trust is reassured 
that the neonatal mortality 
rate is at the very least com¬ 
parable to other national, 
regional and international 
datasets.” 

Mr Odum added the fig¬ 
ures used were based on data 
from 2013 and the trust re¬ 
corded a much lower death 
rate the following year. Dr 
Roger Stedman, Medical Di-

rector at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said the Black Coun¬ 
try had a history of high 
rates of stillbirth, neonatal, 
perinatal and infant mortal¬ 
ity. 

He added: “Along with 
our CCG we have developed 
plans to try and address 
these issues, bearing in 
mind that the key issues re¬ 
main foetal growth restric¬ 
tion and foetal anomalies. 

“We have made progress 
this year with tackling rates 
of antenatal smoking, and 
continue to work to improve 
rates of early booking and 
then screening among preg¬ 
nant mothers.” 

The report was pub¬ 
lished by a group of aca¬ 
demics and charities called 
MBRRACE-UK (Mothers 
and Babies: Reducing Risk 
through Audits and Confi¬ 
dential Enquiries across the 
UK). It looked at stillbirths 
and deaths of newborn ba¬ 
bies in the first 28 days of 
life in trusts across the UK, 
with the trusts grouped ac¬ 
cording to size and the level 
of specialist neonatal care 
they offer. 

Academies then calcu¬ 
lated the death rate per 
1,000 births. 


Thug loses appeal 
over his sentence 

TOP judges have ruled a thug caged for a brutal car-jack¬ 
ing and a £20,000 raid on Tesco can have no complaints 
about his seven-year sentence. 

Chad Davis, aged 25, was jailed at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last August after he admitted two counts of robbery. 

Davis’ first crime occurred around dawn on January 14, 
2014, as his victim, aged 39, was getting into her car to 
go to work. He and his accomplice dragged her from the 
vehicle and grabbed the keys, although the woman coura¬ 
geously resisted. One of the attackers then shoved her to 
the ground before speeding off in her car. 

Two weeks later, the same car was used as the getaway 
after a raid at Tesco in Bristnall Road, Oldbury. Davis, of 
Higgins Walk, Smethwick, challenged his sentence at Lon¬ 
don’s Appeal Court. 

But Mr Justice William Davis, sitting with Lady Justice 
Sharp and Judge Sarah Munro QC, ruled Davis’ sentence 
was justified and dismissed the appeal.

MASKED offenders fled with empty cash boxes after 
pushing a van driver to the ground in a botched robbery 
at Tipton Railway Station.

Lord Jones 
serious on 
making a 
mayoral bid 

LORD Digby Jones says he is ‘seriously con¬ 
sidering’ running for mayor of the West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority (WMCA). 

The 60-year-old former director-general of the 
Confederation of British Industry (CBI) said his 
passion for the region, coupled with expertise and 
connections in the business world, meant he had the 
right attributes to oversee the combined authority. 

The region is set to elect 
its first mayor in 2017. 

Last October, Lord Jones 
rated his chances of running 
for mayor as ‘no more than 
five or 10 per cent’, but he 
admitted he has warmed to 
the idea since. 

Speaking at the launch of 
two new LEMA academies 
for engineering apprentices 
in Dudley and Birmingham, 

Lord Jones said he would 
only run for the position as 
an independent candidate. 

“I will not fight on a party 
ticket,” he explained. 

“I will do it as a non-party 
person or not at all. I’m 
internationally well-con¬ 
nected, which would help 
with overseas investment, 
and I’m known in London, 
which would help with 
banging the drum there.

“On the other hand, I 
wonder if this is really a 
job for a 40-year-old, plus 
not standing for a political 
party means all the money 
and power of Labour and 
the Conservatives would be 
against me. 

“I have given this a great 
deal of thought.

to be on it or we’re not,” he 
said. “As a region it is time 
for everyone to bury their 
differences and come to¬ 
gether.

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^Partnership bid 
for M6 Toll road 

THE M6 Toll could be run by a partnership 
between the Government and the new West 
Midlands Combined Authority (WMCA). 

WMCA bosses say they are looking into 
the possibility of taking over the running 
of the road but admitted they need Govern¬ 
ment support. The road has been put on 
the market by the banks that own it in an 
attempt to recoup some of the £1.9 billion 
they are owed. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper, 
who sits on the WMCA shadow board, has 
written to Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin in a bid to thrash out a deal 
over the M6 Toll. 

“The fact that the M6 Toll is now up for 
sale gives us a chance to gain some level of 
control over it,” he said. 


Councils selling on residents' 
details from the electoral roll 


PERSONAL information is being rou¬ 
tinely sold by councils across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire, it 
can be revealed. 

The ‘full’ electoral roll - which lists the names 
and addresses of everyone registered to vote - 
was sold more than 116 times between 2011 and 
2015, bringing in a total of £64,140 for local au¬ 
thorities. The ‘edited’ version - which is availa¬ 
ble to anyone to buy but can also be ‘opted out’ 


of - was sold more than 31 times over the same 
period, raking in an additional £4,326. 

The practice of buying and selling the infor¬ 
mation is believed to contribute to the quantity 
of unsolicited junk mail sent out by private com¬ 
panies. Walsall Council recorded the most sales 
of the register between 2011 and 2015, selling 
the ‘full’ version 36 times and the ‘edited’ ver¬ 
sion 14 times, for a total of £18,686.50. 

Dudley Council had a total income of £10,797 
from 21 sales of the register with buyers in¬ 


cluding a wedding venue and banqueting suite. 
Sandwell Council recorded £16,068.50 in sales 
over the period but did not disclose the num¬ 
ber of transactions. Wolverhampton Council 
brought in £11,331 from 29 sales of the register, 
including seven of the ‘edited’ version. 

West Midlands UKIP Euro MP and Sedgley 
councillor Bill Etheridge said: “People should be 
able to feel confident their details are kept safe 
and are not being sold on without their knowl¬ 
edge.”

The heat is on Davina 
in blistering new series 


he’s made fitness DVDs 
and completed a gruelling 500- 
mile triathlon for Sport Relief in 
2014, but in the first episode of her 
new series, Davina McCall is taking 
on an even more extreme sporting 
challenge and attempting to race a 
cheetah. 

Luckily, she’s not expecting to win - 
instead it’s part of an experiment to 
find out how some extraordinary 
animals survive in some of planet’s 
most hostile environments. 

Over the coming weeks, Davina 
McCall: Life at the Extreme will see 
the Long Lost Family presenter 
travelling to the coldest, deepest and 
wettest places on Earth, where she 
will live alongside local people, 
scientists and the animals themselves. 

She begins with a journey to 
Namibia, one of the hottest countries 
in the world, where temperatures can 
reach 50 degrees centigrade, and 
years can pass without rainfall. 

It’s here that Davina encounters the 
cheetah, learning how it deals with the 
heat as it reaches speeds of up to 70 
miles-per-hour. 


She discovers that while the 
predators may be built for speed, 
they are not quite so impressive 
when it comes to endurance - if they 
don’t catch their prey in the first 
300-metres, they’ll simply give up. 

By contrast, humans can sweat to 
keep their temperatures down, 
meaning they can run a marathon in a 
desert. 

To help demonstrate these 
differences, Davina prepares to race 
one of the cats. She says: “Obviously 
I’m not going to be as fast as a 
cheetah, but I want to compare how 
the heat affects us both, when we’re 
running...My heart is pounding, I’m 
quite scared. Maybe this is not such a 
good idea after all...” 

That’s not the only nerve-wracking 
challenge the presenter undertakes, 
as she later travels to Erindi Game 
Reserve, spanning 700-square 
kilometres of Namibia’s interior. 

Its home to over 10,000 animals, 
most of which seek refuge in the 
shade during the hottest hours of 
the day - but Davina is more 
concerned with what they get up to at 
night, as she’s going to be camping 


out in the open with local ranger 
Henco Bantjes. 

Davina says: “Let me assure you, this 
is not something I’d normally do...I’ve 
never camped in the wild before, so I’ve 
no idea why Henco thinks I’m going to 
make it through the night.” 

It turns out she was right to be 
anxious as their camp receives a 
nocturnal visit from a lion. Luckily, the 
morning finds her in one piece - and 
ready to take on the stage of her 
journey, which sees her meeting the 
San Bushpeople of the Kalahari 
Desert, who are some of the last 
hunter-gatherers on the planet. 

Davina joins them for a spot of 
foraging, but the heat soon takes its 
toll. ‘After two hours of foraging, I feel 
like every droplet of water has been 
sucked from my body... my mouth’s 
so dry, I feel like my top lip’s just 
getting stuck.” 

But will the presenter find the 
strength to carry on - or will we 
discover that the next instalment of 
the four part series has been renamed 
Davina McCall: Life at Home on the 
Sofa?

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Raises stakes still further

It has a lot of names and defini¬ 
tions, but there’s no denying that 
the crossover, or compact SUV 
type of car is taking the market by 
storm - nearly every manufactur¬ 
er now has an entry in this highly 
competitive sector. 

Yet it’s interesting to note that one 
of the first was the Sportage, from the 
then bit player Kia: a smaller, cheap and 
cheerful alternative to the traditional 4x4s 
of its day. 

With its chief rival then the Suzuki Vitara - 
it now has many more - the well-conceived 
Sportage has put the Korean car maker on 
the map in Europe. The company sold a re¬ 
cord 78,000 cars in this country last year, 
and a quarter of those were Sportages - not 
an achievement to be sneezed at when buy¬ 
ers now have more alternatives than you can 
shake a stick at. 

This month the fourth generation Sportage 
hit Britain’s showrooms. Its rather curvy styl¬ 
ing has evolved, it has a choice of three more 
efficient engines, more in-car and safety tech¬ 
nology more refinement and a new marketing 
philosphy - all aimed at achieving Kia’s rath¬ 
er modest ambition to break the 80,000 sales 
barrier this year. 

Prices start at a competitive £17,995 for the 
entry level model rising to £31,645 for the new 
flagship model named, perhaps a little oddly, 
the First Edition. This gets the new and most 
powerful engine, a 2.0 litre, 182bhp turbo die¬ 
sel, six-speed automatic transmission and a 
unique luxury specification including features 
such as a power-operated tailgate. 

A £30,000 plus price tag for a Sportage? 
That might surprise those only familiar with the 


early, rather basic (but still surprisingly capa¬ 
ble) 1.3 litre petrol versions But this is a very 
different vehicle and it seems Kia is dipping its 
toe in the water following its experience with 
the larger Sorento, where the £40,000 flagship 
is actually the UK’s biggest selling version. 

The new Sportage, like the third generation 
car, is an evolution of the softer, slightly sporty 
profile of a modern crossover rather than the 
chunky 4x4 styling of its ancestor in keeping 
with customer tastes and the competition. On 
a practical level, it also reduces drag and wind 
noise. It’s also larger which means significant¬ 
ly more room in the cabin, particularly for rear 
seat passengers. 

It is made using a much higher percentage 
of high strength steel, improving safety while 
also improving handling and reducing noise 
and vibration. 

Options 

There are three engine options - all of which 
use less fuel and produce less C02 than their 
predecessors - and the option of two and four 
wheel drive options. 

Even the latter operate in front wheel drive 
mode for most of the time, thus reducing fuel 
consumption. But when things get slippery up 
to 40 per cent of the power is automatically 
transferred to the rear wheels, and there’s a 
‘lock’ button to manually hold this configura¬ 
tion if you venture off-road, or in the snow. 

Four wheel drive versions have a new ‘ad¬ 
vanced traction cornering control’, which 
monitors speed, steering angle and throttle 
input, and distributes power between the left 
and right wheels to maximise stability. This is 
in addition to now standard systems such as 
stability control. 

For those who venture off-road, there’s a hill 
descent system which automatic keeps speed 
down to 5mph in slippery conditions. 

The new Sportage is a nice car to drive. All 


three engines are quiet and refined, road and 
wind noise levels are low and a new steering 
and suspension set-up make it feel light and 
responsive. Tackling some tight and twisty 
back roads on the test routes, it felt as easy 
and positive to drive as a typical family hatch¬ 
back, something which cannot be said of 
some of its rivals. 

The most popular engine by far in the pre¬ 
vious generation Sportage was the 1.7 litre 
turbo diesel and I suspect that will continue to 
be the case, especially since it has been re-en¬ 
gineered for significantly better fuel consump¬ 
tion and lower emissions. 

The new kid on the block is a 1.6 litre turbo¬ 
charged petrol unit. It may well be a popular 
option with the new Sportage’s GT-Line sport- 
ily-themed trim level but with economy figures 
of 37.2mpg and 177g/km of C02 it’s likely to 


lose out to the diesel alternatives for the more 
economy minded. 

As well as its improved driveability and re¬ 
finement, a hallmark of the new Sportage is the 
amount of new technology and equipment. 

All except base models have a centre con¬ 
sole with seven or eight inch touchscreen dis¬ 
play and control centre, including driver infor¬ 
mation, audio and connectivity systems and 
navigation. 

Further up the range, features such as speed 
limit information, lane keep assist, high beam 
assist, autonomous emergency braking, blind 
spot detection and rear-cross traffic warning 
are available. All models have alloy wheels, 
LED daytime running lights, cornerng lights, 
electric windows and mirrors, trailer stability 
control, hill start assist, air conditioning and an 
audio and Bluetooth system with voice control. 


The Sportage is Kia’s best-seller in Brit¬ 
ain, and from relative humble beginnings as 
a cheap alternative to the traditionally larger, 
more powerful and expensive 4x4s of the day it 
has grown and matured. It is somewhat ironic 
that it played a major part in inspiring today’s 
rapidly-growing crossover sector and by doing 
so has created more competitiion for itself. 

But in the past six years the Sportage has 
proved itself up to the challenge by remaining 
Kia’s best-seller, and the fourth generation, 
2016 model has raised the stakes still further. 

It is roomier, more capable with a new 
range of more efficient engines and equipped 
with some of the latest technology. Given the 
Sportage’s track record - to say nothing of 
Kia’s impressive seven-year warranty package 
- it’s certain to continue giving rivals a run for 
their money.

Clubman’s 
grown up 
but is still 
fun to drive

MOST descriptions of a new car start at the 
front and work rearward - this time we’ll be¬ 
gin at the back. 

Where, on this all-new MINI Clubman you’ll find 
the same split rear doors of the outgoing model, de¬ 
signed to evoke Minis from an earlier age and leave a 
permanent block in the rear view mirror. 

Then open those doors, discovering that pressurised 
struts help lighten the task and revealing a boot space that 
is very un-Mini indeed. 

Bigger than the void you’ll find in a Ford Focus, for in¬ 
stance (back seats up or down). 

Move a little more forward still and you’ll be sitting in a 
rear seat that’s both comfy and comes with the sort of leg- 
room you most decidedly don’t associate with anything with 
Mini in its name. 

That’s thanks to putting more distance between front and 
rear wheels than before, and more than you’ll find in a four- 
door MINI Hatch. There is now enough room in the rear for 
a couple of tall men - and you’d never have dared say that 
before. 

And now to the biggest change in this new Clubman - it’s 
actually got four doors. Not three, like the edition before, 
which made do with a silly single rear door - and that on the 
‘wrong’ side of the car for UK buyers, disgorging rear seat 
occupants into the road. 

Profile 

Now, step back and take a long at this newcomer in pro¬ 
file, where you find a car that’s still very much a Mini but 
stretched like a piece of pasta until it is a mere hands-span 
shorter than, say, a Focus. And that is certainly not a small 
car. 

You might think the stretch has added a gawky touch to 
the car as the price it has to pay for growing up. A turn at the 
wheel will discover if that’s a deal worth the making. 

From the driver’s seat the sense of pure Mini-ness returns 
as you face a dashboard, complete with plate sized central 
dial that once held the speedo but these days acts as some¬ 
where to put the sat nav, which comes as standard on every 
new Clubman. 

It’s a fine system and the built-in cost to the car’s maker 
shows how it intends this version to head upmarket in this 
country, to the extent that we are not offered the less expen¬ 
sive versions available elsewhere. 

Here, the Clubman range starts at £19,995 and tops out 
(for the moment) at a very un-mini like £27,410. And that is 
before you start to pile on the options. 

Attractions 

Most buyers add a £3,865 Chili pack, with heated front 
seats, bigger alloys, rear spoiler and aero kit and sports 
steering wheel among its attractions. 

Go crazy with the box ticking (some do) and you can 
end up with something like the test car, whose options list 
groaned under the weight of add-ons to the tune of £10,480 
worth of extras. 

Not mini at all. 

For the moment there is a choice of two petrol and two 
diesel engines with more powerful versions sure to come as 
the range settles down. 

Big car options have trickled down to the extent you can 
order your Clubman with an eight speed automatic gearbox 
- and a fine thing it is too. 

The test car’s potent petrol motor provides plenty of pep, 
accompanied by the sort of refined roar that makes you 
smile. 

So does the way the car tackles a typically pockmarked 
British road surface, banishing thoughts of old Minis hop¬ 
ping from bump to bump (even as the driver laughed at the 
sheer fun of it all). 

There is still fun to be had with this new Clubman, even if 
it’s a bit more grown up than before.

Ready for final whistle - unsung 
heroes in a league of their own 


MIDLANDS football has thrown up some 
great double acts down the years. 

Dougan and Richards, Bull and Mutch, Rober- 
ston and Wile, Shaw and Withe have all grabbed the 
headlines for their deeds in the colours of Wolves, 
Albion and Villa. 

And further down the footballing pyramid, there is a 
partnership that has helped bring the beautiful game to 
thousands of Black Country youngsters. Hodson and Ball 
may not be household names but they have blazed a suc¬ 
cessful trail at grassroots level. 

Chairman Graham Hodson and vice-chairman Mike Ball 
are the men who brought the Bilston Youth Partnership 
League onto the local football landscape and few people can 
argue that it’s not been a huge success. 

Confident 

But all good things must come to an end and the duo are 
set to hang their boots up at the end of the current season. 

The league will go on, and both are confident it will con¬ 
tinue to prosper under fresh new leadership. 

Hodson and Ball first muted the idea of creating a league 
for Wolverhampton and the surrounding area early in 
1997. 

A few scrapes with Stourbridge League officials provided 
the straight-talking Hodson with the motivation to get 
things moving with Ball a willing partner. 

“We used to run Springvale in Stourbridge League and 
we had a few run-ins with the league and didn’t like some 
of the things they did,” recalls 58-year-old Hodson. 

“I thought we could do better, so we started our own 
league. 

“It took about 18 months preparation to get it up and 
running and it was 1998 when we actually kicked off. And 
looking back, I don’t think we have done too badly.”

Before the Bilston Partnership Youth Football League 
came into existence, Wolverhampton last boasted a junior 
league way back in 1980, when the Wolverhampton Youth 
Service League folded due to a lack of numbers. 

Various attempts had been made to create a league but 
one by one they all fell by the wayside. Hodson and Ball 
were determined that wouldn’t be the case. 

“There was a lot of interest or perhaps that should be 
more curiosity rather than interest,” continued Hodson. 

“We had a meeting with the county FA and Earl Laird 
who was at Bilston College at the time - that was where the 
partnership came in. 

“They were very supportive and once we got the struc¬ 
ture we started advertising in the media. 

“We called a meeting at the Springvale club and I think 
we had about 300 teams turn up. Everyone wanted to know 
how we were going to operate and what we would do dif¬ 
ferently. 

“Out of those 300 teams that came to that meeting we 
had 67 teams sign up for the first season. 

“But everyone one of those 67 teams wanted the league 


to work,which was great for us.” And while the duo felt the 
other leagues around the area were waiting for the concept 
to fall flat on its face, the Bilston League started to grow. 

“Our bigger focus compared to the Stourbridge and Wal¬ 
sall leagues was about one man clubs, small teams,” said 
62-year-old former accountant Ball. 

“Our focus was about being approachable and running 
it like a club rather than a league. We still try to do it that 
way. 

“We had to do a business plan and the aim was that in 
five years we would have three divisions of 10 at each age 
group. And we near enough got there. 

“We probably peaked 8-10 years in. We had around 250 
teams then and it actually reached the point where we were 
saying it’s got too big for us now.” 

Determination 

One of the league’s biggest selling points was the deter¬ 
mination to appoint a referee for every single game. And 
it’s an achievement that they are rightly proud off. 

“We promised to put a ref on every game and we still do 
that, we have maintained that,” said Hodson. “That has 
been one of our biggest successes. 

Discipline has always been high on the agenda and the 
league has endured a fallouts along the way as a result. 

“We have always been strong with discipline,” added 
Ball. 

“We have had a few fallouts because we have taken a 
stance and done things differently, but we have always 
done what we think was right.” 

Another success story are the numerous Charity Cup fi¬ 
nals the league stages each season with the focus on giving 
all players the chance to lift some silverware. 

“We have about 60-70 finals a year which sounds a stupid 
number,” admits Hodson. 

“But if you went to those finals you would see teams hav¬ 


ing the time of their life, teams who would never get to a 
final in another league.” 

Ball takes up the thread, adding: “We group teams of a 
similar standard together for the various cups, it makes 
success accessible to all teams.” 

Off the pitch, the league can be especially proud of its 
fundraising down the years. 

“We select nominated charities every year and we have 
donated about £35,000 in the last 18 years,” said Hodson. 

“We have refs’ charity matches where they play the man¬ 
agers and myself and a local referee, Noel Perry, did a se¬ 
ries of bike rides to raise funds. 

“The first one was down to Wembley and on another oc¬ 
casion we cycled to the Millennium Stadium. 

“We have also been to Norwich, Ipswich and Southamp¬ 
ton. The last one took in Wrexham, Liverpool, Everton, 
Bolton, Wigan, the two Manchester clubs, Stockport, Ches¬ 
ter, Stoke and back home. 

“It was knackering! I’m glad I won’t be doing that again.” 

But now as Hodson puts the bike clips away, the duo are 
happy to step down and reflect on a job well done. 

“Over the last couple of years we talked about it and it 
feels like we need someone new with new ideas and a new 
direction,” said Ball. 

“We are confident the league will continue to prosper and 
go from strength to strength.” 

Hodson agrees and is quick to quell rumours surround¬ 
ing the league’s future. 

“We are getting older and less tolerant and attitudes 
have changed,” said Hodson. 

“I think there is less honesty in the game, even at this 
level. Maybe we are a bit ‘dinosaurish’ as well. 

“We have got a great committee and there are people 
willing to take on our roles. 

“There were rumours that the league was going to fold 
but that’s simply not the case. That won’t happen.”

“Luckily I’m not very good at social media so 
I never look at what the sites are saying, what 
they’re doing and what they’re not doing,” said 
Pulis. He added: “I’ve been in the game too long, 
I’ve experienced good times and bad times and 
you have to put up with it, get on with it.” 

Anger manifested itself at the final whistle 
of the Reading game when loyal servant Chris 
Brunt was struck in the face by a coin from the 
Albion end. 

In the heat of the moment the Northern Irish¬ 
man seemed to question his own future at the 
club but it is now understood he is no longer 
thinking about leaving. 

Gordon Taylor, chief executive of the Profes¬ 
sional Footballers’ Association, said: “There has 
been a really positive reaction from West Brom 
supporters to Chris Brunt, I think that’s good.”

IS this really what it has come to? Only one 
thug threw a coin, but there were a dozen or so 
fans at the end of the game giving Chris Brunt 
volleys of abuse as he tried to thank a little girl 
for making the trip, writes Matt Wilson.
